DEFENDANT TO 
PAY 267,000 


After an absence of four and a 
half hours a specint City of Lon- 
don jury in the , King's. Bench 
Division on May 4 ‘found for Com- 
‘ined Pulp and .Paper Mills, Ltd., 
in the company's action against 
promoters, directors, and’ auditors 
of the company, The action, how: 
ever, failed as agninst certain of 
the defendants, the others being 
ordered to pay various sums— in 
one case £267,000. 

The action, which wha brought 
ly Combined Pulp and Paper Mills, 
Ltd, of St. Mary Axe, B.C. was 
one in which the company aucd 
promoters, directors, and auditora 
of the company claiming damages 
for conspiracy to defraud and 
breach of duty. 

The company niso asked for the 
return of dividends sald ‘to have 
been paid out of capital. 

The defendants were: Albert 
Martin Oppenheimer, solicitor; Sir 
Walter Townley, Adolph Goldsmith. 
Sir Henry Penson, Bruno Philipp, 
Messrs, Oscar Berry Froude and 
-Euyen Svier. They denied the 
allesations. 

Philipp. a banker, who fives at 
Berlin, did not appear. 


ONE 


The Summing-up.' 

Mr. Justice MacKinnon, sum- 
ming-up, referred to the speech of 
Sir Walter Townley, the then chalr- 
man of the Combined company, to 
the shareholders — in December, 
1929, telling them of the profit 
that had been made. Mr, Justice 
Mackinnon said that Sir Walter 
“‘Townley’s account of it. was that 
the speceh was written out by somes 
une elue and he was told by some 
of the pringipal shareholders that 
he was to deliver it. 4 

That incident, added the Judge, 
showed a somewhat carious concep 
tion of the duties of a director. 

The position of Mr. Froude, the 
noditor of the company, was dif- 
ferent from that of the directors, 
and the evidence regarding them 
wis not necessary evidence against 
him. . 

The jury Wad to consider, said 
Mr, Justice. MacKinnon, whether 
the plaintiff! company had proved 
that the defendants or any of them 
‘had Craudelently or by wilful mis- 
conduct put forward the balance- 
sheet: showing a profit of £201,000 
whereby the shareholders were in- 
duced to pass’ the resolution for the 
payment of £92,400 in dividend, 


“Villain of The Piece.” 

“Everybody agreca,”” said Mr. 
Justice MacKinnon, “that Philipp 
is the villain of the piece, and that 
he has had all this money und made 
away with it. 

“He bas nob turned up to say 
anything in his defence, and [ 
should think you wonld not have 
very much difficulty nbout the 
verdict you ought to give regard: 
ing him. - . 

“Sir Patrick Hastings, apparent- 
ly, in content to suggest that you 
should find against him: for £267,- 
000, and I daresay you . will be 
satisfied that he is, not asking Cor 
tuo much, 

After an absence of four and a 
half hours the jury returned 4 
verdict for the plaintiff company 
against erch of the  deferidants 
except Sir Henry Panson and 
Messrs. Oscar Berry, Froude and 
Company. f 

They awarded £92,400 damage 
jointly and severally against the 
defendants Oppenheimer, Sir Wal- 
ter Townley, Goldamith, and Spier, 
£267,000 against Philipp, and £24,- 
000 against Froude, 

The jury returned a verdict in 
favour of Str Henry Penson. 

Sir Patrick Hastings asked if the 
verdict for.the company was upon 
the grotinds of both fraud and 
wilful default, 

Mr, Justice MacKinnon—Tho 
jury asked me whether they ought 
to specify fraud or wilful default. 
I told them that in my view it did 
not tmntter, 

dudgment was entered for the 
plaintiff company ‘in accordance 
with ‘the jury’s verdict and in 


favour of Sir Henry Pengon with

FIRE DURING ‘SERVICE 


London, Apr. 21. , 

Priceless art trenaures were des- 
troyed in a fire which wis dia. 
, covered during carly morning Com- 
munion’ nervice at Hafod Church, 
near Aberystwyth, yesterday. 

The vicar'a-gon rode five miles-on 
horseback {0 the nearest telephone 
to summon the ‘Aberystwyth fire 
brigade, which had to travel fifteen 
miles to the fire. 

The art + trensures included 8 
fxmous group of statuary, one of 
Chantrey’s masterpicces, A mMe- 
mortal to the daughter of Col. and 
Mrs. Johnes, of Hafod, who’ died 
jn 1812. : 

This originally cost £10,000 and 
has been valued at £60,000. 

A Sixteenth Century Flemish 
stained-glass window, said to be 
unique, and a holy oil urn froin 
Greece dating from 1800 B.C., were 
destroyed. cee 

The fire wus first noticed shortly 
after eight o’clock, and by the time 
the fire brigade arrived the roof 
of the church had collapaed and 
they were able to save only the 
tower. 

"E went to the church at 7.45,” 
the Vienr anid, “and, noticing some 
haze inside the building, remarked 
to the caretaker, Mt. Hughes, that 
there was smoke. He sald that he 
thought it was due to soot in the 
Hines beentuse the church had not 
been heated during the winter. 

“About elght o'clock,” he said, 
“everything seemed in order and 
I proceeded with the early Com- 
munion service, but ‘towards the 
end the smoke seemed to be getting 
worse. When Mr. Hughes left the 
altar rail he went into the vestry 
and found that smoke was coming 
from under the alates. We also 
heard a nolse like flames crackling 
in the roof nbove our heads. 

“My son immediately snddled his 
horse and rode to Devil's Bridge, 
five milea away, and telephoned to 
Aberystwyth for the fire brigade. 

“And Now This.” 

“In the meantime,” ‘said the 
Vicar, “we carried out the Com- 
munion plate, the altar vessels, 
nnd candlesticks, the church regis- 
ters which date back to 1778, and 
such articlea as we were able to 
save without assistance. By this 
time, however, the fire seemed to 
be spreading, and we could actually 
see the flames in the roof.” 

The ‘Vicar described how “he 
made a final effort to save certain 
articles belonging to the altar. 

“T carried them outside ts far as 
1 could; and was.overcome, in the 
attempt.” he snid. 

With tears in his eyes the care- 
taker’ said, “I have been at the 
church for 45 years, and during all 
that time J have never had any- 
thing go wrong, and now this has 
happened.” 

Hafod Church is situated in the 
midst of the Hafod Estate, one of

After the Prince of Wales’ re- 
cent appeal that youth should be 
given a chance in business, it was 
more than ordinarily interesting 
to rend in the Chairman's speech

if we took at politics nowadays, 
we find, on the whole, aged and 
tired men carrying on.

Office brings 
soberness of thought, and when 
this is allied to ‘youthful enthus- 
ingm, we need not fear the out- 
come. It {s probably true that 
amongst the younger generation 
there is much cynicism and still 
more indifference and apathy to- 
wards world affuirs, On the other 
side, it must be said that most 
young people have. sound ideas on 
integrity, have, loss moral obtuse: 
ness than older people, and are 
tess liable to be influenced by ap- 
peals of a spurious emotionatism. 
Maybe they have not the grent 
convictions of the men of the Vic- 
torian era—the moral ardour of a 
Gladstone on behalf of oppressed 
peoples, or of a Bright or Cobden 
for Free Trade. Even when they 
are Protectionists, they are often’ 
not so dominating as the old 
school. By being largely over- 
looked, many of the younger gener- 
ation are. loth to stir thoniselves 
In great causes. But they will 
respond to encouragement, There 
is no better romedy for the flaneur, 
the idler, than to glye him some- 
thing to try out. Responsibility in 
{itself makes for seriousness ‘of 
outlook. ae

. War Debts. 


It is significant, perhaps promis: 
ing. that while the Uniled States 
nt present adopts a general attitude 
that the door is closed to re-adjust- 
ment of war debt undertakings, all 
America’s bankers qualify any 
remarks they may make about the 
settlements by saying “a good word 
for England.” Rritein is singed 
out-—becatige she got the, least 
xenerous terms, One reason for 
this was that whe signed — first. 
Another reason was that she made 
so little fuss about it, Mr. Stanley 
Baldwin, then Chancellor of the 
Exehequer, arrived in New York 
ones December. morning in 1922, 
went straight to Washington, at- 
tached ‘the British signalure to 
“the greatest: financial transaction 
in history,” and was beck at South. 
ampton by the end of January, 
1923. It, look nome of the other 
debtors years to notice the dotted 
line, Yet Mr. Baldwin did not get 
what he thought-:were fair terms. 
It is known that he felt abashed by 
the reception of his alternative pro- 
posils by the World War Foreign 
Debt Commission at Washington. 
But he was in the presence of cre- 
ditors, and did not press the matter, 
heeause Great Britain wished to 
reestablish her credit, and a 
necessary preliminary ‘was the 
funding of the wir debt to Am- 
orien, But he did allow his chagerin 
to escape in an interview on his 
return, Pointing to the settlement 
in his portfolio, he told the report- 
ers at Southampton: “If you look 
at the Senate, you wil find that the 
majority come from the agricul 
tural and pastoral communities and 
do not realize the meaning of any 
international debt.” Nevertheless, 
the agreement received British rati- 
fication without ‘further public 
heart veavehings,. Perhaps Mr. 
Baldwin's outburst made things 
better for succeeding funding mis- 
sions, Atany rate, they came back 
with much better terms. Senator 
David A. Reed, in a question ta 
Mr, Kahn, implied that France is 
paying only for her post-armistice 
borrowings. The suggestion does 
not properly .convey the — facts, 
Provision is made in the upree- 
ment for the repayment of every 
cent that Pranee vorrewed befors a9 
well as after the armistice. The 
remission occurred in the amount 
of interest that the Freneh“we 
charged. On the average, France 
pays 1.6 per cent, Ilily 6.4 per cent 
and Belgium 1.8 percent.’ Britain 
was charged as:much as 3.8) per 
cent. Fature discussion over war 
debts will afford plenty of oppor- 
tunity for finding out that the 
chief characteristic of the war 
debts is their diversity. That, 
after all, was the fruit of the 
upplication of “capacity to pay" 
ag the formula of, settlement— 
‘another reason why Britain was 
singled out in the settlement and 
should again’ be singled out in 
any reassessment of altered 
capacities. It will have been 
noted that a lending’ London 
financial daily has suggested that 
the British taxpayer will be-up in 
arms if Britaia resumes full war 
Aebts payments to Amoricn with- 
out an effort to securo a more 
favourable agreoment, That ap- 
peara té bo rather an over-atate- 
mont. If the United States shows 
tho slightest sign of reluctance, 
the request would asguredjy not 
be preased. ‘

RESERVES 


As sequel to the: Royal Mail 
Shippinic case, the Society of Incor- 
porated Accountanta and Auditors, 
the second largest body of account- 
nota in England ‘are to ask the 
Government to appolnt a depart- 
mental committee to" consider 
nmonding: company law in order to 
afford the investing public grenter 
protection, 


A sub-committee of the Society, 
which Included Mr. Henry Morgan, 
President fhe Society, Si James 
Martin and Mr. Thomas Keens, have 
considered the matter ‘and their 
recommendations have been adopted 
by the Council of the Society. 

The committee state: 


“we are of opinion that the 
provisions of the Companies Act. 
1920, relating to decounts and au 
ting, do not sulictently protect 
the investing public in’ certain 
particulars,” . 4 


“Abnormal Entries” 


“The only gfective action.” they 
declare, “must be by amending 
legislation,” ‘Phey suggest; 


That the profit. and loss account 
should show the true balance of 
profit and Joss for the period cover. 
ed by auch account. 


That abnormal entries in’ the 
profit and loss account, or entrics 
extraneous in their nature te the 
ordinary transactions of the com- 
pany, together with any reserve 
from a previous period no longer 
required, should be stated separate: 
ly.

~ AMERICAN ECONOMIST ON - 
THE DEPRESSION 


New York, Apr. 24. 

Dr. Edwin W. Kemmerer, one of 
America’s foremost economists, who 
is frequently called as a consultant 
by nations with ailing budgets, told 
the Amorienan Philosophical Society 
of Philudelphia that with all its 
faulta the gold standard way tho 
beat the world bad yet found for 
international dealings, and predict. 
ed that Great Britain and others 
now off-it would return “when the 
depression Is over.” : 


Dr. Kemmerer denied | that the 
“gold-grasping policy of the United 
States” wags responsible for the 
preacnt depression. He held that 
the <American gold holdings, 
amounting to thirty-five per cent. 
of the total supply, represented “a 
fair sharo” in view of the nation’s 
position as a producer, 

The accumulation was not of 
thelr own sceking, but resulled 
front. the “safety. first” policy of 
foreign holders who had sent their 
funds hore for safe keeping.
